It was to look for the signs of promise that 
the Christian Advocate sent me 3,500 miles 
through the South. I saw not only signs of prom- 
ise, but achievements which were the fulfillment 


of past promises. 


Bishop Rebert E. Jones, who has become 
a grand old man among Negro leaders in 
the Methodist Church, says, “I believe in 
gradualism, but I don’t want it to become 
a slow drag.” That is just about the way 
changes are being made. 


The bishop had just commented to me on the 
quietness with which forward steps have been 
taken—a quietness that in itself keeps most of 
them unpublicized. “The most significant fact,” 
he said, “is that the world does not fall every 
time we make a forward step in the South.’ 

“And what are some of those steps? 

“Oh, there have been a million steps!” 

What are the million steps? 

During 1919 there were 77 lynchings of Ne 
groes recorded. In 1948 there was one. 

Last December, in Elmore County, Ala., an 
all-white jury convicted two white men of rap- 
ing two Negro women. There was general ap- 
proval of their sentences of 45 years each.

The 
people know it. It is significant how, in every sort of 
pol] that has been taken by women’s magazines, and by some of 
those slanted at genera] circulation, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt has 
been voted the nation’s outstanding woman. One of the shameful! 


| periods in our nationai life was that when many Americans, mostly 


male adults, engaged in repeating crude and often coarse stories 


| and comments about her and her life. Later there was the hysteria 


of the “Eleanor Clubs,” which never existed, but which should 
have existed, in many of our towns. There were the equally false 
stories about her attempting to take Negro guests to lunch in 
Southern hotels. 1 recall one in particular which concerned Nash- 
ville, Tenn., which I personally took the trouble to run down in 
every detail and found it to be, of course, a complete falsehood. 
Yet, even now, an occasiona! obscene letter will repeat it. There 
have been many unreasonable and vicious slanders of our .Presi- 
dents, from the time of Jefferson on down, with those directed 
against Lincoln, Cleveland, Wilson and Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 
most unfair and violent. But, never before has a fine and great 
woman been so unjustly subjected to abuse as was Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 

Patiently and with great dignity, she has gone about her busi- 
ness, ignoring the buzzing gnats and the yapping of feists, under- 
standing the bitterness of jealous men and women thwarted of 
great, and over-reaching ambitions, who, in their disappointment 
made angry statements they later regretted and could not sustain. 


in writing “This | Remember,” she discusses her mar- 
: riage, her husband, his family and their children in a 
candid and honest manner which, if it came from anyone else but 
Eleanor Roosevelt, would seem sharply critical. Some of them seem 
almost indiscreet. Others are naive, with the simple forthrightness 
of the woman as she tries to put down exactly how the years and 
their events seemed to her. 

Here is the story of why the Roosevelt children are what they 
are. it is startling to find so many of the most obvious psychological 
compulsions revealed. Here was the dominant mother of her hus- 
band, later the indulgent grandmother. Here was Franklin Roose- 
velt himself, so determined his sons would escape parental domi- 
mance, as he had not, that he actually failed them. You get the 
picture, although she never says so, of their mother seeing the error, 
but unable to do anything about it. You understand James and 
Elliott better after this first chapter. Their father had an inflexible 
rule that once they were through school they were on their own. 
This led them, their mother frankly says, to make the mistake of 
taking well-paying jobs for which they were not prepared, so they 
might establish their own homes. Hasty marriages, jobs which 


| didn’t last long, and no sound working up from the bottom until 


a job was learned, has been their lot. Here was a stern father 
whom they didn’t understand; whom they felt was distant and cold 
to their needs. Their errors were played up because they were 
who they were. It is no wonder they were, on occasion, bitter to- 
ward their father and toward the world in general. 


Posterit _ It is an utterly amazing pook and its author, Eleanor 
Y Roosevelt, emerges in greater stature than before. She 
was there as a loving and devoted wife, but she was there, too, as 
an intelligent, seeing person with intellectual detachment enough 
to enable her to understand not merely her husband, and his rela- 
ionship to his visitors, who went away thinking FDR agreed with 
them when ne hadn’t; with his children, his official associates and 
the great and ohscure of the earth with whom he met. 

she writes with an honest pen. It is dipped neither in honey, tar 
nor whitewash, but in the ink of complete integrity. There is great 
affection in it, but the warp and woof of it is honesty, a word one 
seems compelled to use very often in connection with Mrs, Eleanor 
Roosevelt. She knows that she is writing for posterity; that she is 
the only person who could write this book: that it will be read 


down through the ages by historians and researchers delving into |

Chairman Lilienthal has thought it .nost 
important for the public to know as much as 
possible about the nature and potentials of 
the atomic project because of decisions in 
which the public should have . part, as for 
example, in the extent to which experimen- 
tation, which i« so costly, should go into vari- 
ous fields of poter.tial use. 


He also stated very clearly the issues involved 
for our democratic procedures in the necessary 
secrecy about many phases of atomic energy. 
The biggest question of all, he said, is how the 
American people can know about this project 
without jeopardizing security, and this he wants 
the Senate committee to explore carefully. 

“We believe,” he said, “that the world can be 
shown that American self-government can fu.c- 
tion despite the need of secrecy.”

But his natural sincerity, the charm and 
graciousness with which he presented to the Lit- 
tle White House Museum mementoes of that 
London unveiling, on behalf of his government, 
indicate that his qualifications were much higher 
than mere presence at the earlier ceremony. 

Lt. Col. Fergus Ling and Mrs. Ling (he is 
the senior British liaison oficer at Ft. Benning) 
had come over from Columbus with Gen. Bur- 
ress for the occasion. The other Briton was my 
husband, and I, of course, was the half, being 
half British and half American. 


It was a very simple and moving cere- 
mony there beneath the handsome pines 
which the late President had loved so well, 

‘ Just at the entrance to his gateway. 


It was, I suspect, Mr. Lee Trimble who had 
worked out the thoughtful details of this event, 
for he is devoted to the Warm Springs Memo- 
rial Commission, of which he is Secretary-Treas- 
urer. Mr. Ivan Allen, who is Chairman, pre- 
sided at the ceremony and introduced the honor 
guest. 

The young Englishman told how the idea of 
the Roosevelt Memorial] originated in England 
with Lord Derby, who was President at the 
time of the Pilgrim Society, and how it was fur- 
ther decided that the people be allowed to con- 
tribute to its erection. No one person was al- 
lowed to contribute more than five shillings 
(one U. S. dollar), yet within six days after the 
subscriptions were open, the fund was oversub- 
scribed.

Another Wave of Riots on the Way? 


Every State in this Union and Hawaii and Alaska 


have laws against rioting. tumult, unlawful 


assembly and other legal variations and degrees of the criminal commotions which have been the 
C1O’s method of waging controversy. As often as not, the victims or objects of this criminal brutality 
have been wage earners who refused to join unions or defied cordons of thugs, commonly called 
goons, who tried to prevent them from going to their work. It is apparent that the CIO intends to 
resume soon its old, criminal “militancy” in strikes and drives to round up new members, or sub- 


jects, particularly in the Southern States 


In many places, especially in Michigan, the 
local police, the sheriffs and the State police more 
often than not have refused to do their duty. In 
some cases the trouble was a lack of the courage 
resquisite for the job of peace-officer. In others, 
however, the guilty men were following a “policy” 
of avoiding bloodshed by placating men who 
threatened to shed the blood of others if they 
were resisted in their criminal acts. 


The “policy” which has been the excuse 
offered by the State police of Michigan was 
laid down by Frank Murphy, now of the Su- 
preme Court, when he was Governor and a 
New Deal satrap. It matters not whether 
Murphy was yellow or earnestly believed 
that this “policy” was superior to the writ- 
ten laws adopted by the people of the State 
for their protection long before he was born. 
Probably his misconduct in the crises caused 
by the goons of the CIO was due to a com- 
bination of both causes plus a selfish hope 
that by appeasing criminal mobs he would 
land in some good political job on the na- 
tional scene. At any rate it was his refusal 
to do his sworn duty that landed Murphy on 
the Supreme Court of the United (tates. 


In Michigan, whose laws are but typical of the 
laws everywhere, the statute, which is supposed 
to be superior to the “policy” fears of any 
governor, state cop or sheriff, Plainly says that it 
shall be a misdemeanor to interfere with or molest 
in any way “any person in the quiet and peaceful 
pursuit of his lawful occupation.” Moreover, 
any person who aids or abets such conduct shall 
be guilty, too. 

Mass picketing and the use of force or threats 
to intimidate people, and the obstruction of the 
doorways of factories, roads and railroads, are 
unlawful in Michigan but are not expressly for- 
bidden in certain other states. However, in such 
cases the laws against disorderly conduct, assault 
and rioting cover the: same ground in general 
ternis. 2 

With variations in phrasing, the laws every- 
where require mayors, aldermen or other equiva- 
lent, sheriffs and city and state police to “go 
among the persons unlawfully, riotously or tumul- 
tuously assembled and, in the name of the people 
of the state, command them immediately to dis-

If the rioters do not then disperse, the public 
officers listed must call upon all law-abiding per- 
sons there present to help arrest members of the 
riotous assemblies. 

For the guidance of these officials, the law

Any mayor, alderman or the equivalent, 
sheriff or deputy who neglects to do his utmost 
to suppress 4 riot and arrest the rioters is subject 
to a fine of $250 and six months in jail. 

The CIO's criminal practice of “wrecking” and 
overturning automobiles and throwing bricks 
through windshields is forbidden in all states. 
and damage to the dwellings of employers or 
non-striking or strikebreaking workers it thor- 
oughly covered by law. 

However, these laws seldom are enforced in 
CIO riots. On the contrary, there is much sworn 
testimony that Michigan State policemen ignored 
criminal acts done in their presence—whether 
because they were yellow or restrained by cor- 
rupt superiors we can only draw conclusions. In 
such cases they are all the protection the law- 
abiding citizen has. 

The present Federal laws forbid the importa- 
tion of strikebreakers from another state in cer- 
tain kinds of “labor” disputes which often are 
Communist insurrections. They do not, however, 
forbid the interstate transportation of armies or 
battalions of organized and disciplined goons for 
the frank purpose of terrorizing communities by 
arson, assault, vandalism and other forms of 
anarchy. Some bodies of goons may be actually 
Communist forces of insurrection.

He expressed the view that 
such a mathematical miscalcula- 
tion was responsible for the miss- 
ing material. He stated that it 
would take the Carbon & Car- 
bide Corporation five to six weeks 
to complete its inventory. 


“A mathematical mistake does 
not necessarily mean a theft,” 
the official declared. “It’s the 


_ same as a bank’s error in com- 
placement,” the official asserted.

That doesn’t mean that a theft 
has occurred. Carbon & Car- 
bide is now going over every 
bit of residue material to as- 
certain just what did happen on 
this reported missing one-eighth 
of an ounce of uranium oxide. 


“The FBI is a magnificent or- 
ganization. But it has no atomic 
scientists or advanced mathema- 
ticlans for this kind of check. 
Even with all its know-how and 
experts, Carbon & Carbide has an 
almost impossible task to keep a 
precisely accurate inventory of 
every gram of matter being 
handled at the Argonne Labora- 
tory. The complexities of this re- 
sponsibility are indescribable.” 


IN DEFENDING Chairman 
Lilienthal, the official referred to 
what he described as a liong- 
standing sharp rift between the 
former and Atomic Commissioner 
Lewis Strauss.

A new autobiography by Eleanor Rodse- 
velt, just released in the June issue of 
McCall’s Magazine, will be welcomed by American women 


as eagerly as a back-fence chat with the Roosevelt family~ 


and with just as much ease of presence. 

In it, the American considered the most important woman. in the 
English-speaking world at present, often called the “First Lady of 
the World,” reveals again that she is just like the rest of us. 

She makes mistakes. She puts too many fingers in too many 
pies. She sees her childrens’ faults, suffers with their problems, 
bleeds with their weaknesses and prides. She knew her husband’s 
charm, his stubbornness, his indestructible faith in himself. She 
lived, as have so many, as a kind of stepchild under the rule of a 
handsome, strong-willed mother-in-law who never quite relinquished 
her beloved Franklin to another woman. 

Eleanor Roosevelt has no vanity. She is naive, stumbles occa- 
sionally on wrong judgment, but she grows in understanding and 
wisdom every year of her life. 

In her story she tells much about Warm Springs and the Roose- 
velt life there. She says she never enjoyed it quite as much as 
her husband, adding that it always troubled her to know that so 
many people lived in poverty and want in the lovely South. 

She strikes a note familiar to all housewives. “I was al- 
ways worried to death about the beautiful containers sent 
me with flower arrangements,” she said, “and hardly waited 
for the flowers to fade to return them, lest they be lost or 
damaged.” 

She speaks of Atlanta’s Henry Toombs, the architect who 
designed her favorite cottage, Val-Kil, and of her several homes 
that somehow were not hers, because she did not have a hand in 
their operation. 

Working women respect Mrs. Roosevelt because she has been 
snagged on the dilemma of being an earner, a citizen and at the 
same time bringing up a family, meeting illness and trouble in the 
home, maintaining hospitality and always being brave enough to 
endure criticism within and without the family. 

That, to me, is one of the finest proofs of Eleanor Roosevelt's 
character. She is no whiner. She is no weakling. She has taken 
the slings and arrows of vicious criticism and- examined them 
patiently, for the messages of protest they have brought. She has 
not screamed for immunity on the basis of being a female. She 
has broken precedents, sat in higher places than any other con- 
temporary woman and she has taken the barbs of enemies for 
her audacity. 

Interestingly, too, Mrs. Roosevelt proves the adage that 
a woman of 40 deserves the face she wears. She began as a 
tall, awkward, big-featured young woman, and after a life- 
time of intense participation she has emerged with kind 
eyes, a mobile. mouth, beautiful, purposeful hands and a 
majesty of presence that she has earned. 

Her story will be a rebuke to much scandal and “misunderstand- 
ing ...a genuine comfort to modern women.

Yugoslav Escapee Makes 
New Home in Atlanta

She escaped from her native Yugoslavia just five days 


ahead of the invasion by Hitler’s 
States eight months later by the circuitous way of

sarmy. She arrived in the 


Greece, Turkey, Syria, Palestine, Egypt and South Africa. 
Three years later she met and married a Southerner and is 
now an Atlanta housewife, living on Sagamore Drive. 


This is a brief sketch of the 
recent life of pretty Mrs. Abner 
Towers, the former Maritza 
Tchok, of Belgrade, who arrived 
in the city a few months ago 
with her husband, her small 
daughter, Marsha, a charming 
foreign accent, and a few of the 
treasures salvaged from her 
home in Yugoslavia which re 
ceived .a direct hit in the first 
air raid over the city. 

A friend of royalty and on inti- 
mate terms with many in high 
places, Mrs. Towers is the daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Maria Tchok, now 
of New York, and the late Ivan 
Tchok, who was political ad- 
visor to the assassinated King 
Alexander and who spent most 
of the war years in exile with 
his country’s Government. She 
was born in Trieste where her 
father’s family traces its ances- 
try back as far as 1211, but she 
has lived most of her life in 
Belgrade. 

At the outbreak of hostilities 
in Europe, the Tchok family 
decided to remain in Yugo- 
slavia, but when invasion be- 
came imminent, they departed 
on an hour’s notice, leaving their 
home in Belgrade just as it was. 
After months of exciting and 
sometimes uncomfortable travel 
over three continents, they
